The McGill Student Veterans' 
Sdclety,,wiU meet at 5.16 p.m. to 
day in the Union Ballroom: all 
veterans registered in the uni 
' versity may attend.^ The aims and 
purpose of the society will bo dis- 
cussed and executive officers for 
the 'ensuing year will be elected. 

It planned to submit a resolu- 
tion recommending that 'the 
Federal Government grant ^ in- 
creased allowances to veterans at- 
tending universities, and discus 
sions will be held on means of as 
sisting veterans who will be en 
terlng the university In January. 

The housing problem of student 
veterans will be considered— par 
ticularly in relation to married 
men. Ohe opening of the old Mor- 
gan House on University street as 
a residence for unmarried students 
has helped ease the problem, but it 
still is acute and will be further 
aggravated by the Influx of stud- 
ents in -January. 

'Committees will be organized to 
help solve these and other prob- 
lems. While any solution may not 
have any inunediate benefit, it is 
hoped at least that they will be of 
assistance to students who will re- 
gister at McGUl In the near future. 

Officials of the society said that 
all veterans would have a vote at 
the meeting, whether or not they 
had previously enrolled with the 
society. 

Te original alms of the society 
have already been accomplished to 
considerable extent. Problems of 
registration, government approval, 
private incomo tax, part-time em- 
ployment and special classes hiive 
been clarified, and with this suc- 
cess behind them, the Veterans' 
Society hopes for greater achieve- 
ment tills term. 



Kentuck3r.Umversity 
Increases^EnroInient 

Lexington, Ky., Oct. 22.— The reg- 
istrar at the University of Kentucky 
announces the enrolment of 2,608 
students, exceeding last year's total 
by nearly a thousand students. 

The reason given for this increase 
Is that there arc more women stu- 
dents enrolled now than at any 
other time in the history of the 
University. Also a selective service 
ruling permits men to finish the 
quarter or semester of work before 
they are drafted in addition to the 
enrolment of 400 veterans. 

It was further stated that many 
girls with their war jobs finished 
have come back to college, with 
the result that, approximately one- 
third of the students now enrolled 
are men.

Sweden, the home of planned hous- 
ing and public health, must have 
been moved to action decades ago 
by Just such blueprints of houses

modern living and the contempor- 
ary approach to sociological prob- 
lems through planned communities 
and approved housing are realized 
by these young architects. Their 
work Is* a significant product of 
tijcse trends. 

Two of the more spectacular of 
the projecu were the work of 



Medalist in Architecture, and Rus 
sel Yoeman. Miss Lemco and Mr. 
Yoeman exhibited plans for a com- 
munity art centre and a commun- 
ity building, respectively, which 
embody similar facilities. Miss 
Lcmco, however, suggests building 
on the site which Westmount Lib- 
rary now occupies. The present 
building Is far from adequate, but 
its location in the community Is 
excellent Her art centre would 
include a jchildren's and an adult 
library. A story-telling room, toy 
storage for such articles as tobog- 
gans,- skates, 'etc., an aquarium, an 
Infirmary, and classroom space 
would be part of the children's 
nursery school. There arc also 
adequate kitchens, food storage 
space, pantries, lounges, and wait- 
ing rooms..

Don Franco, chairman of a com- 
mittee formed to promote student 
interest in the deportation problem 
of Japanese-Canadians, stated that 
the student ' body must be more 
inftirmed on this subject in order 
to express its disapproval of the 
measures which have been adopted, 

At a meeting of executives re- 
presenting over a score of under- 
graduate societies. Rev. James Fin- 
lay stated that the sensible policy 
put forth by Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King is not being fol 
lowed because of the outspoken ob- 
jections of British Columbia M.P.'s. 
These, however, do not represent 
the feelings of West Coast people. 
Anti- Japanese feeling, he declared. 
Is the expression of a general race 
hatred, and must not be allowed to 
become rampant 

Mrs. Hugh MacMillan, chairman 
and secretary of the Cooperative 
Committee on Japanese-Canadians, 
at the same meeting, stated that Ot- 
tawa had informed the committee 
that the government could adopt a 
fair policy only when the public 
wis trained to accept the Japanese- 
Canadians. The necessary training 
of public opinion, she continued, 
becomes the task of the commit, 
tee and of all interested bodies.

300 Hear Hon. James MacDonald 
Speak on Jewish Refugee Problem 



About 300 people heard Hon. 
James G. Macdonald, former 
League ot Nations High Commis- 
sioner for Refugees, speak on 
"Palestine and the Post - War 
Worid" in the Union Ballroom last 
night The address and the open 
discussion forum which followed 
it were sponsored by the Inter- 
Varsity CSiristlan Fellowship, the 
Hillel Foundation, and the: Stu- 
dent Christian Movement of Mc- 
Gill University and the speaker 
was introduced by Prof. R. Tuck 
of the Department of. Economics 
and Political Science. 

"llie humanitarian, political, ahd 
moral problems created' by the 
Hitler regime's persecution of Eu- 
ropean Jews will tax the best 
he.ids of the world's governments" 
said Mr. MacDonald. "If the 
world's' governments. In the years 
1934-1938, had - ordered Hitler to 
cease : liis ' persecution : policies," he 



said, "it would, because of his 
military impotence at the time, 
have lieen impossible for him to 
refuse and the war. With the ter- 
rible bloodshed it entailed, would, 
undoubtedly have been prevent- 
ed." 

"The Avignon, Conference of 1938" 
said Mr.' Macdonald, "consisted of 

all talk and no action." The Jewish 
refugee problem today is the 
terrible result of inaction in the 
face of injustice. The United States, 
Canada, and Australia, all vast re- 
latively empty countries,, capable 
of absorbing many Immigrants, • it 
was pointed out, today have a very 
definite moral' obligation to relax 
their own immigration laws. The 
"White Paper" signed by Britain in 
1939 in the façé of Arab terrorism 
and British weakness, in the Near 
East need have no value now that 
Britain is more powerful there than

The four speakers will be chosen 
on the basis of delivery, content, 
audience appeal, and the ability to 
convince. Judges have been named, 
and these are Professor CulUton 
of the Department of Economics, 
Charles Wassermann, Edltor-in- 
Chiet, McGill DaUy, and a third, a 
member ot the English Department, 
yet to be named. 

Debating activities were limited 
at this and other universities dur- 
ing the war years because of trav- 
elling restrictions. With the eas- 
ing ot these war-time regulàtlons. ■ 
however, McGill University' tlébàt- 
ing Union Society,, under a new 
exccuUve, has taken the initiative 
In contacting other Cantid£m|«nd 
American Colleges to retiime com- 
petitions of a pre-war nature. Let- 
ters have been coming in from 
debating societies in Middlebury 
College, and the Intcr-Unlvcrsily 
Debating League, with a member- <■ 
ship of eight Canadian UniversU 
ties. Plans have been. drawn. up 
tor a full year's activities. In order 
to give students an opportunity to 
discuss pertinent post-war prob- 
lems with other student 'bodies. 

Recognizing the desire on this 
campus for interfaculty debates, 
presidents of the various faculties 
have been contacted, and will ap- 
point chairmen to represent them 
on a Standing Committee of the 
Society. The first regular organ-

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The Red and White Revue 

During the last few days plans have been 
under way to revive McGill's famous Red and 
White Revue. Until the past war put a sudden 
end to it, the production of the Revue was one 
of the major events on the campus. Staged and 
produced with the elaborate splendor of a pro- 
fessional revue, the 'Red and White' gave count- 
less students an opportunity to become acquaint- 
ed with the many phases of theatrical work. The 
production staff alone included committees on 
stage work, music, costumes, properties, scenery, 
lighting, Hpiakeup. publioity, program, and 
tickets. ThM there was a large cast of musicians, 
actors, comedians and chorus girls. All in all 
some 125 students were engaged in producing 
the show, which was seen by more than 1800 
spectators annually. 

It was most unfortunate that this brilliant 
show which contributed so much to the forma- 
tion and maintenance of a united and spirited 
campus, had to be suspended during the war. 
But now we- arc glad to find that students have 
not taken the attitude, that once dead a regular 
and established event cannot be revived. The 
committee set up by the Students' Executive 
Council to prepare the plans for the new Red and 
White 'Revue has called a general meeting for 
tomorrow afternoon, and all those who want to 
take part in the revival of one of McGill's great 
social and artistic events will be interviewed. 
We know that the Revue cannot be produced 
unless there is sufficient interest for such a vcn 
ture on the campus, and we hope that tomorrow's 
meeting will prove to the Council and its com 
roittee that McGill's first post-war Red and 
White Revue can and will be produced.

But on the other hand, 
may we remind our readers here, that all these 
inconvcniencies, recognized as they are, c 
hardly bo compared with the inconvenience 
having to survive n European winter without 
clothes? Europe today is an enormous cesspool 
of wreckage; its people are bewildered, disor- 
ganized and hungry ... let us not add to their 
misery by forgetting to brhig a few pieces 
clothing to the collection ÈfiMSiin the campus

The Liberation of Hans 

' {As told to his mother) 

It was tw6 years ago that I tried to escape 
Irom Hanover where we had been 'put to clearing 
up dumps where the ruins ol houses stood. I 
hung on under- a freight car and got to the 
boundary where the Netherlands began. Just 
before we pulled Into the station I crept out and 
.got past the station all right — when they saw 
me and asked for my papers. 

I was taken before a German official and he 
asked me what I was doing there on the border. 
I told him I was trying to get to Holland as my 
pride as a Hollander prevented me from work- 
ing for my enemy. He then said: 

"You are an enemy of Germany?" 

I answered "Yes." 

"We will soon teach you to be wfsert" he said. 

I was put In prison, and our rations were a 
piece of bread in the morning — ' thin soup In 
the afternoon and In the evening — one piece 
of bread at night. It was cold weather and we had 
to get up from the floor — where we lay in *a 
cell — and then undrerâ and walk about naked 
for half an hour. After which, the bread — then 
— hard work until dark again.' 

We had\o pound stones and carry heavy loads 
and were beaten and kicked about constantly. 
Many of the political prisoners had dysentry and 
I myself had It a short time from soup and bread 
with maggots in It. Some of tho prisoners were 
dying on. their feét. 

After a time I was sent under guard to Mien» 
burg where I was out to work again cleaning up 
dumps. One day they caught me drawing on a 
small piece of paper and knowing that I was a 
student of engineering at Delft University In 
Holland, they forced me to draw sketches of their 
machinés. I used to daudlè over these and say 
they were not ready. This got me Into much hot 
water, of course. I .-' 

Then too -> the nights were cold and we had 
but thin blankets and lay on straw in a small 
barracks. :We were eaten up by vermin and 
nearly went crazy with them. 
7 We were constantly watched by the German 
police who hated us, and If peace had no^ been 
signed when It was and we, quickly , away from 
that dangerous spot — we would have been 
caught and shot assuredly. 

Germany is completely demoralized and they 
are having a time to get used to the idea that 
things have not gone as they thought. Death and 
doom — • fire and cannon have demolished their 
country. Water Is scarce and people sometimes 
have to go miles for water. They liked aU.people 
who approved of their regime, — but they hated 
all of us. — It Is good to be back home again!

Georges DuMiwïM^lêèt^ 



Speaking of France, .at his lec- 
ture at Plateau Hall last night, 
Georges Duhamel showed how she 
fuKlUed the only, the all important 
requisite of a Great Nation: France 
has today working and creating In 
all branches of art and Klcnce, a 
host of great men. The list of 
famoiis men he cited was over- 
whelming, almost Incredible when 
one remembered that he was 11m- 
Itine h|s choice to- men he had 
known in his own lifetime. Georges 
Duhamel is 61 years old; the names 
he cited numbered more than a 
hundred. 

After enduring two modem wars 
within one single, generation— both 
fought on her soù -^, France , still 
holds one of the dtlef^places in 
world culture. 'nie^'Ctmsclôùs fight 
for this continuous excellence was 
not stressed by Mr. Duhamel; he 
seemed to take it as a matter of 
course. Yet to us it seems admuable 
that all through the dark years' of 
.the occupation, when men'a 
thoughts should by right have 'been 
busy with the bare necessities of 
living, that especially then her 
young artists should have been en' 
couragcd and protected. Scholar 
ships were given, these "accepted, 
degrees conferred, and above all. 
the peace time group of literary 
magazines were published. The 
French like to feel a new genera- 
tion of talented youth continually 
taking the places of those V(ho have 
fulfilled their destiny, whose fame 
has been already established. 

We cannot take the roll call of 
famous modern Frenchmen here; 
there would be no room. Yet we 
must mention the divisions under 
which Mr. Duhamel grouped them. 
Briefly, he divided them Into nov- 
elists, essayists, critics, playwrights, 
philosophtrs, directors and produc 
ers, painters, sculptors, engrav 
ers, scientists, doctors, physicists, 
chemists, architects. 

More hnportant than these are 
the young men of today, whoso 
names are still unknown. They are 
trying, experimenting, creating nev/ 
modes of expression. This Is the 
thing that matters most of all: that 
France is still growing at her usual 
magnificent pace, surpassing her 
former achievements, in perpetual 
evolution. 

People often forget that France 
between the wars did not confine 
her effort only to the arts. Georges 
Duhamel talked- of the .roads of 
France, of her railways, the most 
rapid in Europe,' of the "Norman 
die", once the biggest ship In the 
world. He talked of the "Mystères 
{Vancalsl', of the French spirit, the 
small ceremonies that only the 
F^eb can understand, rteeptlons 
at HxB Académie Française, the 
beautiful . geometric ' gardens, the 
French wines, the Invcntlne spirit 
that could be found always in oth- 
erwise prosaic occupations. 

He told us to love France for 
what . she Is, a Grfeat Nation, still 
leading in, all fields of culture and 
knowledge In spite of all adver- 
sity. Martyrized, impoverished, 
France is still great because she 
chooses to be so. 

Mr. Duhamel emphaeized that 
one cannot love a country \vhlle 
consciously disliUng Its people. He 
asked us to accept the French as 



France could not have chosen a 
beUer ambassador for this mes- 
sage. Georges Duhamel is an out- 
standing personality, a man who 
has lived through two wars, 
worked unceasingly, as doctor and 
writer, belonging to the Académie 
Française, friend of most of the 
great men of France In all fields 
nf art and science. He charms 
through his wit, intelligence, sim- 
plicity, I wish I could print some 
of his delightful anecdotes, but they 
would lose their gracé^ and im- 
promptu charm; Neither coul^ I 
reproduce the deep and sbieére em- 
otion with which he ended his 
talk.., 

wis have forgotten the true 
France, the France that has led the 
world of culture and who, after the 
years of enforced obllvloii, Is pre- 
paring to rcsume^ts rightful place. 
We have forgotten, and it is good 
that men like Georges Duhamel 
should ' come and remind us, that 
France is' Indeed >• Great Nation. 

In the future our memory must 
be better.

the discussion arising out of the 
suggestion of Mcssrt Forrest and 
Pratt, on tho subject of political 
clubs on the campus. 

I am a veteran of this war and 
this Is my second session at Mc< 
Gill. I do not belong to any poll' 
tical party, but I am interested in 
the future of my country and its 
healthy operation as a democratic 
state. 

Political parties are essential In- 
struments of the operation. The 
greater the number of people who 
arc actively interested In political 
parties the better will the opera' 
tlon of Fatliamentary Democracy 
then be. Thus each additional per 
son who participates In the funct' 
Ion of a political party, increases 
by that much, i.e. increasing public 
control of the parties, the possibility 
of better .functioning of govern' 
ment 

It Is therefore not too much to 
begin such Interests, in university, 
where we are learning other duties 
of citizenship and Icadersiiip. 

As It is, certain political r ideol- 
ogies are already well defined on 
the campus, but they masquerade 
un4er -loose titles. Political oper 
ation by subterfuge^is not healthy, 
nor is it a feature of democracy, 
Why not come out and operate as 
bona fide political clubs and operate 
in the view, of all, if only that Eng< 
lish language words do not further 
lose their meanings. 

Further, Is It not a question of 
the freedom to associate, how, 
when and where one wishes, which 
IS a feature of democracy? If they 
are not wanted, they will die 
natural death. In the meantime 
live and let live, they can do no 
harm, and in the other hand they 
may fashion future Instruments of 
democracy. Such has been the case 
at many other .universities of which 
Oxford Is the best example with 
Its Reform and Carlton clubs, which 
are permanent features of the 
campus .there. 

Political clubs will satisfy a need 
not provided by mere discussion 
groups, that Is active participation 
along lines determined by your 
free will and natural inclination. 
Am In favour of the formation of 
political clubs on the campus. 
Finally I want to add that such 



attacks as the one authored by W. 
A. MacDonald. in this column. In- 
troducing personal venom, ' which 
in turn has no bearing on the point, 
add not a single thing to the dis- 
cussion, arc repugnant to the estate 
of most people, and can only re- 
flect upon the author.

Dear Sir.— In this column two 
undergraduates recently asked that 
political clubs be formed for all 
parties on the campus. For this 
suggestion, evidently a mortal sin, 
and for their personal support of 
the C.C.F., a certain Mr. MacDon- 
ald has rushed Into the fray. 
'Messrs. Forrest and Pratt." and 
all other C.C.F.'ers, are, it seems, 
atheists, isolationists, and disgrun- 
tled. Atheists, no doubt, because 
a large number of Canadian cler- 
gymen have seen fit openly to sup- 
port the C.C.P. Isolationists, evi- 
dently, because the C.C.F. saw be- 
fore any other group, the ^ming 
Fascist menace In Europe and 
Japan, and advocated support for 
the Spanish and Chinese before 
most people were aware that 
World War H was upon ui. They 
are disgruntled, in his mind, be- 
cause to the MacDonalds 'of this 
world all people .who contend that 
this earth could be improved, and 
offer constructive Ideas for im- 
proving it, are disgruntled and 
malcontent. 

What Mr. MacDonald's letter 
amounts to Is a prolonged exploit- 
ation of that old political expedi- 
ent, the partial, quote. It stands 
as convincing proof that the art of 
hyperbols Is not dead. 

It would be tedious,' but not dif- 
ficult,' to refute his 'assertions and 
Interpret correctly his oft-misquot- 
ed references. But argument would 
perhaps be wasted on a man who, 
because he can find two atheist 
soclalista In the' last thirty years, 
feels that Joining the CCJ". Is a 
renunciation of ' any ' religious be- 
lief. ■ ■• 

I know two Liberals who hap- 
pen to be Janitors, but I would 
not debase politics with the ridicu- 
lous parallel contention that all 
Liberals are by definition Janitors. 

Rather, I point to his letter as 
proof of C.CF. integrity. Religious 
perverts and various assorted or- 
ders of fanatics have gleaned the 
Bible in a manner similar to the 
Right Wing's scrupulous examina- 
tion of CCF. literature. They have 
been able to find In the .Bible 



verses that: seemingly excused 
slavery, . heavy drliiklng, regal ab- 
tolutism,< and other obvious iniqui- 
ties. No sane person, however, 
would condemn the Bible as a dis- 
seminator of irreligious thought 

In the' same manner, CCF. 
books have been read and re-read 
for the slightest mlslnterpretable 
comment Most of Mr. MacDon- 
ald's quotations are over ten years 
old. If he can find so litUe fodder 
to w.ork on sinc^ then, I consider 
that the C.C.F'a purity of Ideal has 
been 'complimented. A sensililc 
criticism of the C.CF. would be 
based on Its official programme as 
stated In its platform, and not on 
this medley of snips, bits, and clip- 
pings that the Right Wing have 
dug out Qf all the innumerable 
volumes of socialist literature. 

And as for the political societies, 
I think that Mr. MacDonald's fet- 
ter shows the need for them. We 
should all resolve to . learn more 
about the other parties as well as 
our own. Doing this, we would 
take more stock in sound political 
discussion and have no truck with

, Golf is the simplest looking game 
in the world when you decide to 
take it up and the toughest look- 
ing, after you' have been at It for 
10 or 12 years.

Paul Pilgrim was a basketball 
player 'In grammar school, would 
have remained one had not a ca- 
pricious coach decided he might do 
better as a half mller.

He was 
less than a world beater, though 
he won a lot of medals in the 
handicap races popular at the time. 

When the 1906 Olympics rolled 
around, Jim Sullivan, the big man 
of the AAU, sailed for' Europe 
ahead of the American track and 
field athletes, who were under the 
charge of Matt Halpin, manager of 
the squad. Sullivan's departing 
words were that Halpin could add 
anybody he liked If enough money 
rolled In.

stand the inclusion of so strange an 
artistic phenomenom, or so. they 
believed in ^ the castle collection. 
Our observer later discoveredr.the 
strange object lo be aii irisfiiiment 
for cleaning the armour of the me- 
diaeval figures in the castle mu- 
seum. This wary gentleman con- 
sequently declined to pause in 
front of thèse strange constructions, 
which held considerable fascination 
for the average IndividuaL , 

The frescos, pieces of sculpturf, 
and illuminations owe their inclu- 
sion in thèVéxhIbItlon to the fact 
that they were projects undertaken 
by students In architecture for the 
purpose of developing their appre- 
ciation of form, and of other arts 
closely allied with their own. 
Among the misceilanea were a 
number of paintings on plaster, or 
frescos, as they are commonly 
called, in the manner of ancient 
Egypt Two or three plaster fig- 
ures recall the mediaeval monks 
and friars, and approximately half 
a dozen illuminated manuscripts 
imitate those of the Middle Age^. 
One wall of the exhibition . Is de. 
voted to the results of the summer 
sketching school, which opens two 
weeks before regular classes. There 
is a sketch of the typical delapld- 
atcd little summer shack up norths 
and various watercol<ilrs of town 
and country. '> 

Whether or not the work of these 
students is to find an outlet- when 
they leave university depends upon 
public -interest and 'demand for a 
high standard of living, for the ex- 
hibition is significant indication of 
the vision of young Canada.
